•bout terms of th« contract between upper 
Wisconsin forested counties uid the statei 
of Wisconsin under the so-called forett crop 
program that has brought about creation of 
2,000,000 acres'of huh county-owned for- 
est* in pie last three decades. 


Preliminary accounts of the complaints 


of Vila* county, and possibly others, sug- 
gest that experience under this unique, re- 
forestation law may have shown the way to 
some improvements. Among the possible 
improvements would be a less severe 
severance tax schedule for the county-own- 
ers at the expiration of the 50-year con-, 


* tract, for example, as already conceded by 
the state forestry division. 


Yet it strikes us that the grumbling 


from the county supervisors and the county 
foresters in one or two localities about the 
size of the state's share of the county tim- 
ber harvests now being made precisely 
testify to the real success of this program.

The Coroner's Job 


The office of coroner has come in for 


some criticism in recent years as an out- 
moded institution that should be done 
away with or extensively altered. Whatever 
the merits of these arguments, the job of 
determining cause and manner of death 
under unusual or unknown circumstances 
is a vital one to public health and safety. 


Wisconsin law provides that the coroner 


"must be notified in many types of unusual 
or unexpected deaths. Included are all 
types of accidental deaths, and frequently 
those resulting from certain types of 
diseases when no physician has been in at- 
tendance. 


The burden of reporting such deaths 


falls primarily on three groups — medical 
authorities, law enforcement officials and 
undertakers. They are the ones who, in the 
course of their duties, normally encounter 
reportable cases. 


In the Fox Cities area, law enforcement 


men and hospitals have been cooperative. 
In most instances, but not always, doctors 
and undertakers have, too. But the excep- 
tions make one Wonder. 


Here are a few Fox Cities area exam- 


ples: 


1. In a "heart attack" case, the funeral 


director failed to be concerned enough 
to notify the coroner before moving the 


• body to his funeral home although there 
was a bullet hole in the victim's right tem- 
ple. 


2. A young child died of malnutrition 


and when the circumstances came to light 
several days after the funeral, the family 
doctor, who had failed his duty to report 
the matter in the first place, was deputized 
by the doctor-coroner to "investigate." 


3. Several instances of babies found 


dead in bed were ready to be written off as 
suffocation only to have coroner-ordered 
autopsies show that pneumonia or some 
other ailment caused death. The suffocation

Sometimes county boards, ever watch- 


ful — and rightly so — of the'public purse, 
have been inclined to feel coroners make 
unnecessary investigations. The dollar- 
conscious critics have.the great advantage 
of hindsight and are apt to raise their voices 
only when the investigation shows nothing 
amiss. That's a bit like expecting the fire 
chief to save payroll costs by hiring a crew 
only for the days, there 'will be fires. 


Many times coroners1 investigations do 


pay off. One case involving a man found 
dead of "natural causes" showed he actual- 
ly died of fumes from a space heater, Un- 
der such. Circumstances, failure to deter- 
mine accidental death conceivably could, 
deprive a family pf insurance benefits it 
has paid for and to which it is entitled. 
And how much public money was saved 
because the Outagamie county coroner 
once ordered an autopsy which proved the 
deceased was an active tubercular and sub- 
sequent medical examinations revealed six 
members of his family had the disease? 


Is it worth a few dollars in the cause 


of safety to know whether excessive drink- 
ing caused a fatal accident? Is the peace of 
mind of friends and relatives worth the 
few dollars it costs to see to' it that the vic- 
tim's reputation. is not undeser v e d 1 y 
wrecked posthumously? Are we willing to 
pay for discovery and correction of a hazard 
in the home or on the highway by a coroner 
who feels protection of the living is at least 
as important as caring for possessions of 
the dead? 


When a conscientious coroner uses all 


the facilities at his command, including 
medical advice and laboratory services 
readily available, he can serve the public 
well. Like the policeman, he is your friend 
— unless you have something to hide.

Vhat's really wrong is that 
the correct interpretation of 
polls, has sometimes 
been 


neglected and that the public 
lasn't been told the true limi- 
ations of polling. 
No pollster so far as this 


writer knows, has ever taken 
a state-by-state poll prior to a 
presidential election. It costs 
oo much. 


No polling organization has 


ever made a poll by congres- 
sional districts. This is also 
oo expensive and takes too 
much time. 


Polls Over-rated 


Under our present elector- 


al system, it wouldn't really 
matter if more persons voted 
Democratic in an election for 
he presidency; as a Republi- 
can could still win a majori- 
;y of the electoral 
votes. 


Thus, there is a preponder- 
ance of Democrats in the 
country as a whole because 
there are so few Republicans 
In the south. If merely a per- 
centage of the population na- 
tionally is taken, a poll would 
always 
show 
a Democrat- 


ic victory, but the pollsters in- 
troduce compensating factors 
based 
on various types of 


samples 
and 
on regional 


groupings. 


They come up with percent- 


ages from which they make 
estimates that generally are 
correct within a few points. 


Sampling is a mixture of 


prediction and correlation of 
current data with past statis- 
tics. The public sometimes 
ovfer-rates these predictions. 
In Indiana, for instance, Vice 
President Nixon says the ad- 
vance polls showed Sen. Ken- 
nedy as taking 55 to 60 per 
cent of the total vote. The 
vice president received more 
votes than did the Massachu- 
setts senator, who got about 
42 per cent of the total cast 
for all candidates. 


This has led Mr. Nixon to 


say that he agrees With for- 
mer President Truman that 
"the only poll that counts is 
the one that takes place on 
election day." 


Apathy a Factor 


But the public doesn't want 


to wait till election day. It 
likes to talk about a coming 
election and to make guess- 
es and perhaps bets. So the 
pollsters furnish a lot of sig- 
nificant infc 
vhtch- 


anybody can make his own 
estimate. 


In England, one of the poll- 


ing organizations went wrong 
last year in predicting that 
the socialist-laborites 
would 


get a much heavier vote than 
they did. The victory by the 
conservatives was a surprise. 
What really happened? 
The 


pollsters neglected to find out 
accurately what proportion of 
those they polled intended to 
vote on election day. 


The same thing can happen 


in the United States this year. 
Apathy is a big factor in na- 
tional elections. 


Personality Vote 


There is also the factor of 


the "sample" polled. If it U 
equally divided between those 
who in 1956 voted Democra- 
tic and Republican, respec- 
tively, the question arises as 
to how they voted in 1952. 
Classifications by party or as 
"independents" are not con- 
clusive. It is difficult to des- 
ignate a voter by party even 
though he claims affiliation 
with it. Many who answer the 
pollsters didn't vote in the 
previous election but remem- 
ber the candidate they liked. 
Many voters classify them- 
selves for local purposes with 
one party, whereas they vote 
< 


nationally for another. 
All 


this has to be taken into con- 
sideration in constructing the 
"sample." 


Then there's the question of 


personality. It is still true that 
people 'express themselves as 
liking or disliking a particu- 
lar candidate but, when they 
get in the voting booth, they 
may be influenced by party 
considerations or by a desire 
not to see a change or they 
will vote finally for a person- 
ality about whom, month* 
before, 
their feelings 
had 


been unfavorable. 


The pollsters cannot get to 


the 
bottom 
of each indivi- 


dual's reasons or be sure that 
even the things »aid In ani- 
wer to the questions will be 
dominant in the voter'* mind 
on election day.
